the recent announcement that approxi- 
| mately sixty progressives have or- 
| ganized a compact working unit for 
the formulation of a legislative pro- 
gram to be pursued in the next con- 
gress, it is learned today that the ini- 
tial attack will consist in an attempt 
to control certain house and senate 
committees hanjiling legislation § in 
which progressives are greatly interest- 
ed. The plan is said to be ingenious 
'‘and manifestly important in that if 
| suecessful it will enable insurgent 
| members to command consideration of 
| their program b_ being assured of 
| committee action. 
Holding the ba:ance of power in the 
' next congress, it is the intention of 
| progressives to concentrate on a few 
| committee asisgnments leaving the key 
positions in the nominal control of ad- 
ninistration leaders. Because of their 
| greatly increased numbers, it is cer- 
| tain that democrats will have greater 
committee representation, and their 
co-operation with progressives is in- 
dispensable. 

For one thing control of the com- 
merce committees of the house and 
senate is essential to progressive ac- 
' tion upon the transportation act, for 
the revision of which Senator La Fol- 
lette, leader of the insurgent group. 
has already declared. It is the hope 
of his followers that a way may be 
devised that will lead to reduced 
freight rates. 

Opportunity for Stroke. 
According to progressive spokesmen, 
| they see-an opportunity to make a 
good stroke at the outset. The house 
interstate and foreign commerce com- 
mittee will have thirteen republicans 
and ten democrats instead of fifteen 
and six as now constituted. Three 
republican vacancies must be filled. 
By capturing these and holding one 
or two additional places now held by 
sympathizers, ‘he progressives by 
throwing their voting strength to the 
democrats will ke able to control the 
situation. 

A similar situation prevails in the 
renate commerce: committee, headed by 
Senator Cummings, of Iowa, and of 
which Senator La Follette himself, 
is a member. There will be one va- 
cancy, and by baiving some one of the 
caliber of Senator Ladd, of North Da- 
kota, or Frazier. of the same state, 
selected La Follette would command 
the balance of power. 

The ways and means committee of 
the house and the finance committee 
of the senate offer other illustrations. 
These will deal with the subject ol 
tax revision, including the excess prof- 
its and income surtaxes, in which pro- 
gressive leaders are vitally interested: 
Secretary Mellen, ‘ncidentally, is op- 
posed to re-eneacting the former and 
would cut the other in two. 

It is likely <hat the ways and 
means committee will have fourteen 
republicans and eleven den.ocrats—a 
very close margin. There will be at 
least one republican vacancy, while 
two of those now members are counted 
within the procressive column, which 
will fail of a republican majority. 

Finance Committee. 

The senate finance committee, of 
which LaFollette is also a member, has 
three remaining republican vacancies, 
the fourth having already been filled 
with Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania. 
Because Senator Reed is a compara- 
tively new member who can be identi- 
fied with the stand-pat element his se- 
lection aroused a storm in progressive 
circles at the time, it being claimed 
that republican leaders disregarded 
the seniority rule by not naming an 
older man, Because of that incident, 
which was severely criticised by insur- 
gents, the LaFollette group will make 
concerted demands for representation 
in the three remaining vacancies and 


expect to land at least one. The line- 
up in the end will probably show the 
insurgents holding the balance of pow- 
er there. 

To some extent the same situation 
will prevail in the committees on ag- 
riculture, banking and currency and 
judiciary, all of which play some part 
in the LaFollette program. 

Observers view the developments as 
an important step towards the crys- 
tallization of the progressive sentiment 
that manifested itself to such a mark- 
ed degree in the last national election 
and as offering stormy waters ahead 
for the r-publican leadership in the 
next congress. If is admitted by all 
the chances of victory for the republi- 
can party in 1924 aye closely linked 
with the sucess or failure of the 
progressive program.

Washington, March 18.—(By The 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—An in- 
vestigation of the Georgia highway 
department at its own request, by the 
bureau of public roads here, handling 
fideral aid for the states, wil] like- 
ly be made, it became known today 
when a ietter from Thomas H. Mac- 
Donald, chief of the bureau, to Sen- 
ator William J. Harris, was made 
publie. 

The Georgia department requested 
afi investigaticn in a communication 
direct to the bureau here, and also in 
& request from State Engineer W. R. 
Neel to Senator Harris. 

Chief Mactionald’s letter to Senator 
Harris, savs: 

“Replying to your letter of March 
& we received a request from the 
Georgia highway department contain- 
izg much the same information as 
ihat submitted to you under date of 
March 5. We are giving careful con- 
sideration to this request and will 
prubably be able te make the study 
which the state desires. 

“The figures which we have show 
that the cost of the operation of the 
Georgia highway department is about 
6 per cent, which compares favorably 
with other states. It is not possible 
to make an exact comparison between 
the states, as there is quite a varia- 
tion in the items included in making 
up the total cost of operation. For 
example, in the state of California 
(where the percentage of administra- 
uon runs high), the state handles the 
ouying and furnishing of matcrials to 
tne contractars and this adds to the 
expense of administration. 

“The only real criterion for effi- 
ciency of a department in my judg- 
ment is ie cost of building roads and 
rhe quality of construction produced. 
In those etates where the costs for 
tne operation of the highway depart- 
ment are above the average, the re- 
sults also 2re sbove the average; that 
is, the roads are obtained at more 
favorable prices and better quality 
cf construction ig secured as a gen- 
eral rule. The poorest economy that 
a state can indulge in is to limit the 
necessary expenditures of the highway 
department to so small a percentage 
that the state is unable to supervise 
properly the expenditure of the funds 
for actual constriction. It is on this 
item that the state ean gain or lose 
as the work is intelligently and effi- 
eiently supervised or neglected.”

Federal Entomologists 
Say February Blizzard 
Killed Large Proportion 
of Insect Pest in South. 


Washington, March 18.~—The Feb-| j 


ruary blizzard which overspread most 
of the cotton belt is believed to have 
killed off a large proportion of boll 
weevils which had gone into winter 
retirement, and it is the opinion of 
the government's entomologists that 
during the initial period of produe- 
tion this year the cotton planters will 
have a good chance of a bottom crop. 

It was pointed out, however, by 
the department of agriculture in a 
statement today that should weather 
conditions during the coming season 
be unusually favorable for weevil mul- 
tipcation, abnormally heavy damage 
might oceur. 

Studies extending~over nine years 
by the government’s experts at the 
delta laboratory at Tallulah, La., have 
been made to defermine the spring 
prospects of boll weevil emergency. 
Records were made at 15 selected 
points in northern Louisana to repre- 
sent the different types of biberna- 
tion conditions found in the district. 
More than 3,600 pounds of Spanish 
moss was examined carefully each 
month for live and dead weevils, Ex- 
perience has shown that the ratio of 
hoth live and dead weevils per ton of 
moss gives a very fair index to the 
spring emergence, which may be ex- 
pected. This year 19 live and 42 dead 
weevils to the ton were found.
